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Continuation of 3. NOTE: For applicant's benefit, it is not seen how the proposed amendments overcome the rejections of the Final 
Office action because Applicant's attempt to separate (i.e., nozzle from vent pipe) what appears to be integral does not obviate the fact 
that Krep Fig. 4 clearly discloses the claimed inventive concept, especially in view of the explanation of section 6 of said Final Office 
action regarding what is considered basic fluid flow knowledge about minimizing friction and losses by minimizing curvatures and fittings 
within a piping system. 

Note that MPEP 2144 states that a making separable, rearrangement of parts, duplication of parts and/or changing the shape does not 
make an invention patentably distinct. See In re Dulberg, 289 F.2d 522, 523, 129 USPQ 348, 349 (CCPA 1961), In re Japikse, 181 F.2d 
1019 86 USPQ 70 (CCPA 1950) and In re Kuhle, 526 F.2d 553, 188 USPQ 7 (CCPA 1975), In re Harza, 274 F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 378 
(CCPA 1960), In re Dailey, 357 F.2d 669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966).
